Trustees of the Placentia Unified 
School District Monday night 
unanimously approved a brief paper 
stating conditions under which the 
district would consider a merger 
with the Yorba Linda Elementary 
School District. 

The paper, accepted with a 
minimum of dialogue, brought out 
five conditions to be considered by 
the Fullerton Union High School 
District, which now _ provides 
secondary education for Yorba Linda 
students at Troy High School and 


three conditions for the Yorba Linda 
district. ; 

The paper was prepared by 
Superintendent, of PUSD Schools 
John O. Tynes and was prefaced 
with the statement that the PUSD 
staff had studied the position papers 
of the Fullerton district and Yorba 
Linda district before making the 
following recommendations. 

1. The Fullerton Union High 
School District would accept the 
base revenue of the Placentia 
Unified School District or some 


financial hardship on the district in 
payment of tuition for students 
remaining at Troy High School 
during the transition period. 

2. All properties owned by the 
Fullerton Union High School District 
in the Yorba Linda School District 
would be transferred to the 
Placentia Unified School District 
according to the provisions of the 
Education Code. (This would 
include a high school site). 

3. The receiving district, the 


Placentia Unified School District, 
would make every effort to employ 
personnel of the Fullerton Union 
High School District according to 
need on a reverse seniority basis. 
The ‘pupil/teacher ratios of the 
Placentia Unified School District 
would be used as a basis for the 
number of employees to be 
employed. 

4. Personal property subject to 
division by the Education Code 
would remain with the Fullerton 
Union High School District. 


5. The position of the Placentia 
Unified School District is subject to 
change as changes in school finance 
legislation, school district organiza- 
tion legislation or other circumstan- 
ces may warrant. 

The paper continues: The staff 
further recommends that the Yorba 
Linda School District agree to the 
following conditions: 

1. Any future building in the 
district would be according to the 
master plan of the district. 

2. Any need to improve plants and

Library Board Approves 
$611,459 Budget 


With few alterations, trustees of 
the Placentia Library District voted 
approval for their $611,459 1976-77 
budget at a meeting Wednesday 
night. 

One allocation added to the active 
budget from capital reserves was 
$6,000 for a joint election with the 
Placentia Unified School District in 
March, 1977. Seats on the library 
board involved are those held by 
Irene Czaplinski and Alfred Aguirre. 

Approval of the 1967-77 budget, 
which is $80,000 larger than last 
year’s was by a vote of 4 yesses to 
one abstention. Not voting was 
newly seated trustee John Koval 


who had not been appointed in time 
to attend the prior budget sessions. 


Prominent in the budget are 
allocations for salaries and employ- 
ee benefits at $230,000; and services 
and supplies at $198,400. The latter 
figure includes the $72,000 annual 
payment on the new _ library 
building. 

Total fixed assets are listed at 
$173,032 with an appropriation for 
contingencies of $10,027. Capital 
reserves held by the library, from 
the sale of land previously owned, at 
Kraemer Boulevard and Morse 
Avenue, are $133,032.

A railroad spur line on the south 
property line will service the silos 
and the site will also contain an 
accessory truck maintenance build- 
ing with a 1,000 gallon underground 
gasoline storage tank. 

The facility, one of 150 that S.B. 
Thomas, Inc. of Totowa, New Jersey 
has throughout the world, is 
expected to hire 100 people in 
Placentia.

Another 
item mentioned was,.an Olympic 
sized swimming pool since local 
swimmers must now travel to 
Norwalk for regulation training 
practices. 

The council has scheduled a joint 
meeting with the Recreation and 
Parks Commission on July 13 to 
receive input from an extensive 
study done by that group on the 
city’s athletic facilities needs. 

The 1976-77 fiscal year budget for 
Placentia is estimated to be 
$6,612,999 with 39 per cent or 
$2,512,122 earmarked for wages and 
benefits; 36 per cent or $2,306,331 
for capital outlay and 25 per cent or 
$1,654,941 for materials; supplies 
and contractual services. 

The new budget year begins on 
July 1.

Keep Fourth 
Happy For Pets 


Bicentennial festivities 
and Fourth-of-July _ fire- 
works are ‘‘no_ blast-off 
celebration for pets’’ warns 
the California Veterinary 
Medical Association in a 
summer holiday alert. 

Dr. Edward Bayer, Cali- 
fornia State Health Depart- 
ment Veterinarian, and 
Chairman of the Public 
Health Committee of the 
Veterinary Society, notes: 

‘‘Pets can be terrified by 
the loud explosions caused 
by fireworks, especially 
those animals who may be 
very high strung.” 

Even firework displays 
will bother some animals 
due to their sensitive 
hearing and their reaction 
to sirens and wailing noises. 
Also, during picnics and 
family gatherings, animals- 
are frequently locked in 
closed cars, which can 


cause death due to heat 
prostration. 

For ‘pet protection’’, 
keep them away from 
firecrackers and loud ‘‘hap- 
penings”’ during the 
Fourth-of-July holiday. 


(Tranquilizers may be given 
to pets who are especially 
apprehensive but only with 
medical advice for proper 
dosage and prescription.) 


Heat prostration can be 
treated by taking the animal 
to a shady area and placing 
cool (or water soaked) cloths 
on their heads. 


In case of serious injury, 
most areas provide emer- 
gency animal care during 
the holidays and = on 
weekends. Consult the 
phone directory or your 
family veterinarian. Keep 
the Fourth ‘‘safe and sane’ 
for pets as well as people.

The Placentia Unified 
School District teachers’ 
bargaining unit, the Placen- 
tia Unified Education Asso- 
ciation, is also an affiliate of 
the California Teachers 
Association/National Edu- 
cation Association. 

CTA President Stephen 
H. Edwards Jr. reported 
that CTA/NEA units won 23 


of the 25 elections held and ° 


have officially challenged 
two elections, with possible 
runoffs in the fall. The 
winning elections involved 
some 5,280 teachers, or 
about 86.2 per cent of the 
6,122 eligible to vote. 

On top of this, Edwards 
added, school boards have 
officially recognized some 
350 CTA/NEA units involv- 
ing about 64,154 teachers, 
via the voluntary authoriza- 


tion card route. This brings ° 


the grand total of CTA/ 
NEA bargaining units so far 
to about 373 representing 
about 70,434 teachers, with 
more volunteer units com- 
ing in every day. 

‘*We view these elections 
victories and the voluntary 
opting for CTA/NEA as a 
trend for the voting that will 


come in the fall,’’ Edwards 
declared. ‘‘Teachers identi- 
fy with the superior 


services, negotations know-

The Memories of Jean 
and Marie Nougue’s Ho- 
neymoon. 

My wife and I were 
married April 4, 1924 at St. 
Mary’s Catholic Church, 
Fullerton. Soon after, we 
decided to have a little 
honeymoon in a quiet place. 


I had a homestead in the 
Mojave Desert, we were 
sure that was the right 
place. We took food, couple 
of gallons of water with our 
1920 Model T Ford. 


On the way we stopped at 
many places and fixed some 
flat tires. We saw the gold 
mines. I noticed that Marie 
was not interested at all, 
she was afraid of so many 
holes, the car was jumping 
too much and the night 
came. 


In my ranch there were 
160 acres, one room cabin, 
nothing more, but plenty of 
rabbits, turtles, squirrels 
and coyotes as guardians.
